VIII. That every one who in the Opinion of the Library-kee —— ſhall return any Book conſiderably 


ſoil'd, blotted or defac'd, ſtand oli d to buy a new Book of the ſame kind, or elſe to pay double -

the value of ſuch Book, and if he refuſe to do ſo, that he be ; pſo facto depriv d of the uſe of the Library 
tor ever, by the Vice Chancellour's declaring him ſo to be at Fthe next Congregation.
